In 1878 the U. S. Congress ot 
dered an investigation out of 
which came the first successful 
control measures. Plants were de 
veloped which would mature at 
an earlier date. Sometimes these 
could be harvested before the in 
sects had time to build up to max 
imum numbers. After the cotton 
was picked, immediate destruc 
tion of the stalks and the debris in 
the fields removed the food supply 
of the insects and increased Win 
ter mortality by forcing them to 
go into hibernation half starved 

Repellent and poison bait 
were tried, but not unt! the boll 
weevil invaded Texas did research 
on chemical control of cotton in 
sects really begin in earnest. In 
1908, Paris green, London purple 
and arsenate of lead proved effec 
tive against some cotton insect 
but failed to check the boll weevil 

During the ‘20s, research wa 
carried on at a feverish pace, be 
cause a cotton shortage after the 
First World War had boosted 
prices to the skies and riches were 
in the grasp of the farmer who 
could produce cotton in spite of in 
sects. Calcium arsenate worked 
against the boll weevil and new 
methods were developed to spread 
it by ground machine and als 
planes. Nicotine controlled the 
aphid. The first combination in 
secticide, calcium arsenate and 
nicotine, kept the boll weevil and 
a number of other insect in 
bounds 

In 1945 the war-developed o1 
ganic insecticides came into play 
DDT was tested extensively, fol 
lowed by benzene hexachloride 
toxaphene, chlordane, and other 
bug killers. Though these did not 
eradicate the insect they held 
damage to a level where cotton 
could be produced at a profit 

The fight had to be carried on 
ceaselessly, for the insects alwa‘ 
increased rapidly when control 
were relaxed. The cotton farmet 
had become resigned to the fact 
that insect control was just as im 
portant a part of his normal oper 
ation as the selection of seed, fer 
tilization, and cultivation
